in the world. Stearns, however, was 
the first greatly impressed by the

-Mr. Coolidge wag the kind of 
whem the American people should 
put and keep in public office. 

Stearns became so much interest- 
ed that he practically retired from 
business, at least he turned the ac- 
tive management of it over to 
younger men and moved from New- 
‘ton, where he then lived, to Boston 
so that he might be in position to 
devote more time and attention to 
the political career of Calvin Coo!- 
idge. That has beerf in recent years 
the, m@ important part of Stearn’s 
life.

Services of Great Value. 

It is aimost impossible to exag- 
gerate the value of Stearns’ services 
to Calvin Coolidge. The former has 
selfish aims or ambitions: he 
,has not been a candidate for public 
office; he has influence in ifmpor- 
tant places; his reputation and char- 
acter are the highest. Such a man 
devoting all his hours, day and night, 
‘to the advancement of another can 
‘accomplish a great deal. That is 
what Stearns has done. Coolidge is 
laconic and reticent; he is by tem# 
perament unfitted to push himself. 
But his shortcomings in that respect 
have left the door open for the de- 
voted and effective work of Mr.

He won the in- 
tercollegiate championship at 
Franklin FYel4é, Philadelphia, in 
May. after running second to Allan 
Woodring, of Syracuse, in a 4$-sec- 
omd quarter His followers believe 
he is capable of running 23 seconds 
over the 19 flights of hurdles and

This younger son is living in the family 
home, a modest half-house in Northampton, 
alone with the houskeeper. His mother ex- 
plained the situation. 

“Three years ago,”’ she said, “Cal worked 
for a Mr. Beldon on his farm near Northamp- 
tion. He thought he wanted to work again 
this vacation and his father gave him a letter 
/to Mr. Belden. He obtained a position, but 
found that it involved getting up at 5 and 
walking half an hour to the trolley car in or- 
der to get to work at 7. Also it cost him 560 
cents a day from his earnings for car fare. So 
he has been looking for a place nearer North- 
_ampton. I think it is just as well for him to 
have to go out and find his own job.”’ 

A later dispatch, from Hatfield, Mass., yes- 
terday said Calvin Coolidge Jr., 14 years old,

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THE EVOLATION DEBATE. 

The recent debate on evolution was pre- 
Cipitated by evolutionists, not br churchmen. 
Not every evolutionist bellewes man to have 
descended from a monkey. and i not fair- 
ly answering science to claim that this is 
the theory of evolution.

“We can say definitely that the monkey and 
ape are divergent lines from that of man, 
and therefore cannot be considered as ances- 
ters of man. Man and other higher orders 
of animais may have started back in remote 
times from a commons origin. but somewhere 
tm thetr progress their ths diverged. What 
is really striking in the case of man as com- 
pared with other higher animals its that he 
retained the primitive features while they 
bare generally lost them.

APPEAL FROM RULING IK 
RECEIVERSHIP OVERRULED 


Appellate Court Sustains Decision in 
Intervening Proceeding in Unit- 
ed Railways Case. 

Ephrim Caplen, an attorney, who 
filled the original proceedings for «a 
receiver for the United Railways, the 
Seaman sult, suffered a setback in 
his efforts to get an accounting from 
the street car company in a decision 
of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals, handed down here yester- 
day. He has encountered various 
legal tribulations previously. 

His receivership suit was passed 
over and the receiver was appointed 
in the Adier suit. He then obtained 
permission to intervene in the Adier 
suit, representing Henry Mueller and 
other bondholders. Under the in- 
tervention he filed a motion asking 
that the appointment of Receiver 
Welis be set aside, alleging the Fed- 
eral Court lacked jurisdiction. At- 
torneys in the Adler case asked that 
his motion be set aside.

Adier motion and dismissed Caplan’s 
motion, thus ending the intervention.

Life, Traveling as Wife of Dr. Charles H. Wilen and Paying 
His Expenses—She Vigorously Denies Elopement Charge, 

Contending She Went to Europe With Husband’s Permission 
to Get a Divorce, but Situation Is Further Complicated by 
Appearance of Greenwich Village Girl Who Pictures Dentist 

‘as a Love Pirate Who Cast Her Off After Failing to Enlist 
Her in a Blackmail Conspiracy Against Mrs. Browning,

NEW YORK, Aug. 4. 
Forceps—filirtation! Laughing gas—delirium! Eleo- 
tric drill—love'’s dulcet dream! Bridgework—span of hearts! Tooth-yanker—wife- 
snatcher! Gold fillings—gold digger! Dentist—Sheik! 

These exclamations perhaps sound like the feverish cant of a free-verse poet, but they 
sum up quite fairly the allegations which Edward West Browning, millionaire realtor of this 
city and son of the founder of Browning, King & Co., has just filed in the Supreme Court 
against his lovely Dresden china doll of a wife, Mrs. Nellie Adele Browning. The plaintiff 
avers that on June 30 Mrs. Browning eloped on the Olympic for Paris with Charles Henry 
Wilen, a suave and lady-killing young jerker of molars, occupying the same stateroom, and 
taking with them a fortune in jewels and $100,000, which Browning declares he settled on 
hig spouse some years ago. 

The petition further sets forth the reports of detectives, to the effect that Mrs. Brown- 
ing and Wilen were registered as man and wife at the Hotel Cambard in Paris, and that 
they were inseparable companions on gay parties at Maxim's, Henri’s, the Lucullus and other 
ribald resorts of the French capital. 

“To which Mrs. Browning, through reporters, 
retorts that she went to Paris with her hus-

Then, waxing wroth, the dapper drill- 
er of bicuspids declared that Browning’s detec- 
tives lied, and that he was thinking of suing 
the thillionaire for damages, on the ground of 
slander. The reporters cabled that they found - 
Mrs. Browning living with friends in a suburb 
of Paris, while Wilen was domiciled at the 
Hotel Imperial with Harry Wolcher, Mrs. 
Browning's business agent, whom she says she 
took to Paris with her to arrange the details 
oi her divorce. 
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<The Wrath of a Woman Scorned | 
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As soon as Browning's sult was filed there 
bobbed up, in the role of the woman scorned, 
one Renee Shapiro, 19 years old, of Green- 
wich Village, who declared that if Wilen ever 
returned to America she wou:d have him put 
behind bars on a statutory charge, and who 
filed an affidavit with Browning's attorney, 
Herman J. Witte, of 2 Rector street, accusing 
her erstwhile swain of attempting to involve 
ber in a conspiracy to blackmail Mrs. Brown- 
ing, by threatening to expose her connection 
with Wilen unfess she came to handsome 
ternis. 


With such a mass of irreconmlable claims 
and counterclaims, it may be as well to let 
each person have his or her say in turn, be- 
ginning with that of the husband, as repre- 
sented by his petition and interviews with the 
press. 


Bight years ago Browning, then 37 years old, 
married a beautiful girl 14 years his junior, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Lowen. 
After their honeymoon they occupied a unique 
apartment at 35 West LHignty-eighth street, 
where the Browning wealth transformed the 
two 12-room apartments on the top floors into 
an imitation of a Babylonian Garden. They 
had no children. In 1918 Browning adopted a 
$-year-old child named Josephine Herbst, and 
two years later Mrs. Browning adopted Stella 
Brussell, aged 3. The children were renamed 
respectively Marjorie and Dorothy Browning.

As 
for the palace of the Montezumas which they 
were to occupy, it proved to be more like a 
second rate hotel than a castle, having little 
to recommend it as a royal residence beyond 
ite location upon the high cliff of Chepultepec. 

Nevertheless, the new monarchy went well 
at first. French troops supported it, Freneh 
officials helped to straighten out financial af- 
fairs and Maximilian and Carlotta were sin- 
cere in their improvements and reforms. The 
Emperor gained a migasure of, popularity 
through his earnestness, and his wife excited 
widespread admiration through her efforts to 
implant in an almost barbdric civilization the 
graces of European culture. She quickly trans- 
formed the castle of Chepultepec from the 
state of ruin, in which the American army had 
left it, te a royal residence worthy of tho 
name. The structure took on again some of 
its old time glory and the park under her care 
beeame a vision of stately beauty. She re- 
stored the famous Montezuma’s bath, she 
jealously guarded the magnificent cypresses 
from harm and placed new statuary at every 
vantage point. She visited the sick, risking 
her own life to aid the meanest of her sub- 
jects, and, as a final stroke of diplomacy, 
which proved to be exceedingly popular with 
the Mexican people. she adopted Augustin 
Iturbide, a lineal descendant of the Menteae 
“Liberator, " as her son.

But soon signs of revolution showed them- 
selves in various districts. Intrigue became 
active in the capital, and Marsha) Bazaine, 
sent from France ostensibly to give the Em- 
:eror support, grew covetous of supreme pow- 
er for himself. Maximilian’s weakness and 
lack of judgment in crises augmented the dis- 
turbances, and more than once it was only 
Carlotta'’s shrewd decisions and political sa- 
gacity that saved the struggling state from 
quick disaster. Whatever Cariotta’s fauits 
may have been, weakness was not one of them,

that she became insane and was placed in an 
old castle near Brussels, there to spend the 
rest of her days in oblivion, living over in 
her fancy the old days of splendor and ro- 
mance.

ened a serious uprising, she went in the Em- 
peror’s stead to Merida and by her forceful 
presence averted the danger. An old abbe 
who saw her there later declared: “If this 
country had ever had a President with half * 
the ambition, energy aud honesty of the Em- 
press, it would be in a prosperous condition.” 
However,\even Carlotta’s desperate strokes 
of statecraft could not bear up under the 
weight of the adverse circumstances which 
were to follow. Her forebodings of the out- 
come of the adventure revealed in letters writ- 
ten in that period soon proved to be justified. 


In declaring an empire, Napoleon had count- 
ed on the helplessness of the United States, 
then engaged in the Civil War, to allow his 
project to flourish. But with the end of that 
war American troops were sent to the border, 
with Gen. Sheridan in command and the Wash- 
ington Government, vigorously asserting the 
Monroe Doctrine, impressed upon France the 
ipadvisability of keeping troops in Mexico. 

Napoleon could not afford war with éshe 
United States.’ Not only did he realize that 
sc far from his own base he would,have small 
chance of success against seasoned American 
forces, but the strain between France and Prus- 
sia that was to result in the war of 1870 had 
already begun. It was clearly evident that 
there was only One course to pursue, and he 
promptly acted upon it, ordering Bazaine to 
withdraw his troops from Mexico. With their 
departure, Maximilian was left .virtually alone 
in a hostile land torn from one end to the other 
by revolution and treason. » 


At this juncture, had not the Emperor's judg- 


ment failed him again, he might have had the 
support of Gen. Jo Shelby and his men, who, 
finding themselves out of military employment 
after Appomattox, had gade a memorable 
march into the troubled country in search of a 
new field for their talents. In that band of 
some 1000 seasoned fighters there were such 
men as Gen. Sterling Price, Gen. John B. Ma- 
gruder, Commodore M. F. Maury, Gen, Simon 
B. Buckner, Generals Preston, Walk and 
Hawthorne and Maj. John N. Edwards, who 
afterwards recorded the adventures of that in- 
vasion in his “An Unwritten Leaf of the War.” 
All of them were experienced soldiers who had 
faced the guns of the Union army throughout 
the war in the West and could, no doubt, have 
matched any revolutionary army that disor 
dered Mexico could have put in the field. 

But Maximilian, strictly in accordance with 
the custom of taking the wrong course in mifli- 
tary matters, chose to get along with his own 
diminishing forces, which even then were 
steeped to the core with treason. He was not 
a military man by nature and he shrank from 
measures that called for bloodshed. He la- 
bored undep’the delusion that he could reason 
mattera out with his enemies, und could rely 
upon the word of guerillas and traitors. Truly 
it was no wonder, as historians have remarked, 
that his empire ended against the dead wall 
at Queretaro.

The late Mrs. Astor headed the little band of 
great hostesses—-she has never had a successor. 
Miss de Barril, a most marvelous old lady. who knew 
everyone and had the staggering social etiquette of 
the day at her fingers’ ends, would attend to the in- 
vitation lists, suggesting additions and eliminations 
and acting generally as intimate adviser to the Four 
Hundred leaders. : 

I had not been in New York long before I re- 
ceived my first invitation to a Four Hundred func- 
tion. It was an honor to be appreciated, for many a 
British nobleman and foreign royalty in those days 
would finish a long sojourn in New York without 80 
much as seeing the imside of the palaces of the 
Astors. Van Rensselaers, Stuyvesants. Van Cort- 
landts. Belmonts. Warrens, Drexels, Whitneys and 
Vanderbilts 

Every party given by any one of these families 
was a brilliant social event which gave the entire 
eountry something to talk about for a week. About 
£0 guests were invited as a rule, but never more 
than 400. 

Things have changed' The last time I was in 
New York, a year or two ago. I was invited to dine 
and dance at the mansion of one of the smart social 
leaders of today, and if there was one guest in that 
lady's House that night there were 2009. 

“You have a tlot of friends,” I remarked to 
my hostess. with a smile. 

“Oh. they’re not all my friends,” 
“lI know only about half of them. The rest must 
have come along with invited guests. One has to 
put up with it, you know, or one wouldn't get anyone 
along. My daughter has a bunch of college boys 
here that I’ve never seen before, and you may be 
sure that every woman who has had a dinner party 
tonight has brought her party along here en masse.” 

By way of contrast. let me try to picture the scene 
at one of the old-time parties_as I saw it——those 
parties which have gone the way of the crinoline 
and the coach. end are almost forgotten by the 
present generation 

It was at the late Mrs. Astor’s palatial mansion in 
fashionable Fifty-serenth street on the occasion of 
one of her famous Monday night cotillion dimers. 
We dined in a vast apartment that reminded me of

sea right over the after end of the boat. It was a 

towering wave with an immense crest, and almost 

swamped the boat. For a time the occupants thought 

‘heir last hour had come. In their state, bordering 

on physical collapse, none of them could have sur- 
vived a moment. 


When the British freighter, Trevessa, 
foundered in the middle of the 
Indian Ocean during a gale, her 44 
officers and men entered upon an 
epic adventure—In two small open 
lifeboats they finally reached land, 
one party voyaging 1900 miles in 
23 days, and the other party 2100 
miles in 25 days—Storms, hunger 
and cruel thirst were their portion, 
but they hung on with fine heroism, 
although 10 died before end of the 
ordeal 2: 3: 


HIS is a story about heroes, a gallant 
company of men who dropped out of the 
world for ‘almost a month, of whom no 
trace could be found, who were 
mourned as dead— and who fought their 
way back to she world in an example of 
long-drawn-out gallantry as superb as 
anything of the kind in history. 

Not all of them came back to the world from which 
they had disappeared so thoroughly. That would 
be asking too much, under the terrible circumstances. 
Of the original 44 men, 10 perished ere the return 
was achieved. Such hardships had they endured, 
such perils encountered, such catastrophes survived, 
that the narrative almost passes belief. 

It is partly a chronicle of hairbreadth escapes from 
death of the kinds which have beset travelers by sea 
since the first ship was built. Here. as always, 
chance took a hand. But it }s also, and this is the 
best part, a story of dogged, irvincible courage— 
spectacular proof of what human beings can do if 
they just have enough grit. 

The 44 heroes, for those who perished must be 
given their meed of admiration as well as the sur- 
Vivors, were the officers and crew of the British 
freighter, Trevessa.

stars. When the weather cleared, and they could 
dry out their clothing, chill nights in leaking boats 
alternated with broiling days under a tropical sky. 

Capt. Cecil Foster's boat, which shoved away from 
the slowly sinking Trevessa with 20 men aboard, 
actually traveled 1900 miles before the party, 
bearded, emaciated and undaunted, reached the is- 
land of Rodriguez. This was.23 days after the 
Trevessa had sunk. Two men Aied during the voy- 
age. Maddened by thirst, they had disobeyed the 
officers’ orders not to drink sea water. The water 
cooled their burning mouths and throats tempo- 
rarily, but there was death in the dfaft. 7 

Chief Officer James Stewart Smith’s boat, which 
started with 24 men abeard, made its way a still 
longer distance to the island of Mauritius. The fig- 
ufe has been variously estimated at 2100 and at™ 
2200 miles. In the crowded little boat they existed 
25 days, and during that time eight men perished. 
Exposure and privation had done for them, and 
covert drinking of the cool sea water which so tempt- 
ed the parched unfortunates. 

The tale of the Trevessa, told in figures, would be 
as follows: Total officers and crew, 44: saved in 
lifeboats, 34; died in lifeboats, 10. The tenth man 
succumbed after he had cheerfully gone throngh 
the horrors of that 25-day voyage, and when within 
sight of land. re

of The ‘Sunday Express, London, wrote for an article 
of jubilation and pride which he printed before all

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In justice to the radio, and to Qther vessels in the 
vicinity (a word which denotes long distances at 
sea), it should be stated here that thre different 
steamers patrolled the waters adjacent to the lIati- 
tude and longitude given’ by the Trevessa in her 
last S O S call. They found nothing but a few bits 
of floating wreckage and one of the Trevessa’'s boats. 
capsized and empty. This empty lifeboat seemed 
to seal the fate of the crew. 

The latter, waiting as they thougch: at the spot 
where the™Trevessa went under. must have drifted 
much farther than they were aware, under the force 
of the gale. 

For several days the two boats kept together, but 
with difficulty, since Capt. Foster's had a larger sail 
and was a faster craft than the other. Moreover, 
the lamps were useless in that weather. and when 
they tried using a tow line the angry, surging waves 
several times parted the line. 

On June 9 Capt. Foster decided that too much time 
would be lost if the two lifeboats attempted to stay 
together. He arranged with Chief Officer Smith that 
the two boats, having parted company, would steer 
on the same course, and that the first to reach safety 
would send assistance to the other. The com- 
passes were useless, and they had to guide them- 
selves by the sun and stars. Having obtained astro- 
nomical declinations from Chief Officer Smith, whose 
boat had a chart and books, while Capt. Foster had 
none, the latter slowly drew ahead

The first boat made good progress until the next 
day. when she encountered a calm, and the weather 
was very hot.

Also, they took to sucking buttons and 
pieces of coal to keep their mouths moist. Some of 
the crew. despite repeated warnings. even soaked 
their biscuits in the salt water. 

“All hands were feeling a little off color during 
this heat,”’ said Capt. Foster afterwards. 

Then came a strong breeze to help them on their 
way, and early on the morning of June 15 there be- 
gan to fall the heaviest rain which they had experi- 
enced since the Trevessa went down. Everybody 
set to work. catching rainwater. The sails and can 
vas boat cover proved to be too soaked with salt wa 
ter for this »urpos@ and with tin from old biscuij 
boxes they made ‘“‘shoots"’ to guide the rain inte 
empty cigarette tins. Plenty of water was obtained 
for immediate meeds. and thus the end of their sec- 
ond week adrift found them al! much more eheerful 

“Everybody was wet through with rain and sea 
water, but that heiped to keep away the thirst. All 
Lands got very sore feet through the continual soak- 
ing in the bottom of the boat. and through the lack 
of circulation.”’ 

On June 16, at &§ o'clock in the afternoon, tbe life- 
boat shipped a great green wave, which half filled 
the boat. One plank in the bilge was found to be 
cracked. The men caulked it, and kept up con- 
tinuous bailing. The next day the captain opened 
up two of the precious tins of biscuits, and found 
that only about 20 of the biscuits were good Even 
this tragedy could not make them despair. 

Then the sun came out strong and the men had 
a chance to dry their clothes. and to relieve their 
feet by rubbing them with storm oil Some of the 
men by this time, the beginning of the third week 
adrift, were suffering with salt water boils 

On June 18 a fierce squal! arose, and from mid 
night until 4 a. m. they sailed before the wind under 
bare poles. The weather continued squally. with the 
seas rufming very high. but the boat made fair 
headway “On the twentieth, a most horrible night 
was passed.’ in the words of Capt. Foster. “A series 
of fierce squalis struck us, and everyone was soaked 
and miserably cold.” 

By this time. two Arab firemen called Nagi and 
Jacob Ali were very ill, and would moan through the 
night. Early in the morning of the twentieth, Jacoh 
Ali died, and a few hours later his body was com- 
mitted to the deep Nagi was so ill that the met 
could hardly make him open his teeth to drink water 
or milk. As all hands were taking watches. there 
was no neglect of poor Nagi. down whom they forced 
water and milk at intervals. but he died on the morn- 
ing of June 21. and his body was thrown into the 
water later that night 

“Atethis juncture. one of the sheaves of the mast 
was carried away.’ reports the captain. “and we sub- 
stituted a piece of leather. so as to allow the hal- 
vards to ride easy: and so we carried on.”

S AN example of what occupational therapy | 


is doing toward hastening recovery from 

disease or injury, take a little girl at 

the Children’s Hospital. Agnes, 11 years 

old. A few months ago her entire family 

except herself was exterminated in an 

automobile accident and Agnes has all 
her fingers except two or three knuckles burned 
away. 

The occupational! therapist. Mrs. Ficklin, could de 
vise remedial tasks for every other child in the 
ward. The little boy weak from malnutrition was 
learning, while his medical treatment was taking 
effect, the use of his limbs. Day by day he was 
getting nearer to grasping the trapeze hung a few 
inches above his bed by Mrs. Ficklin. Soon he wonid 
not only be grasping it, but discovering he could lift 
himself up. And the nearer he gets to this accom- 
plishment the more alert become his dormant other 
senses. 

Children strapped flat on their backs to boards 
were learning to weave baskets. which is a great 
improvement, they think. over staring vacantly at 
the ceiling. Even babies were finding respite from 
wailing for their mothers. in simple though fascinat- 
ing “problems” set by the occupational therapist. 
And the restive chorea and cardiac cases were gain- 
ing strength through quiescence induced by the 


charm of weavimg and seeing patterns grow beneath 


their hands. 

But there didn’t seem to be anything Agnes could 
co, with both her arms ending in huge bandages. 
And her bright mind and active body did so yearn 
for employment. 

“Isn’t there something I could do?” she would 
ask. as she watched the other children, petulantly, 
enviously. 

Mrs. Ficklin kept holding out hope, though it was 
about conceded it would have to be something that 
could be dome with the teeth or the toes. Finally, 
examining the surgeon’s instruments one 
day. Mrs. Ficklin discovered a pair of

It may safely be said that, unless every faculty is 
destroyed, occupational therapy is capable of put- 
ting an end to helpless and hopeless invalidism. 

The wonder is that the curative value of occupa- 
tion, since it always has been recognized by physi- 
cians, has never until recently been organized and 
made use of as an exact science. 

It is one good thing that came out of the war. 

Though it no longer is to be regarded as the mere 
desire on the part of women generally to amuse, in- 
struct and minister to the soldiers back from the war, 
it is the outcome of that desire. 

The difference, however, between the occupational 
therapist as recognized today, and those reconstruc- 
tive aids who were merely bent upon the rehabilita-

She induced the surgeon to attach them 
to one of Agnes’ splints. A wooden wheel 
with rakelike pegs round it was placed 
in Agnes’ lap. A strand of bright yarn 
was wound in and out on the pegs and 
Agnes was shown how, as she used to 
weave cylindrical lengths from a spool, 
on a tlarger scale she could produce 
useful and really beautiful caps and 
scarfs. 

All this, while one hand was stil! im- 
bedded in her side, and the tedious skin 
grafting was going on.

less than one-fifth of-its weight of nickel, and some- 
thing more than one-fifth of its weight of zinc. 


The majority of articles made from its different 
grades are plated after fabrication. but some of 
those made from the grades of alloy highest io nickel 
are finished as they stand. Both the plated and the 
plain-finished spoons and forks stain and tarnish 
very readily. By leaving the copper proportion ap- 
proximately unaltered, practically doubling the pro- 
portion of nickel. cutting out entirely the proportion 
of zinc, and adding some tin and possibly a little 
other alloy. the metal was evolved which is now 
known in the trade as stainless nickel. 

Such an appellation. by the way. of this material 
is even more completely a misnomer than is that of 
“stainless iron” of the metal known by that name, 
Nevertheless, the finished articles in ® have quite a 
satisfactory color. and resist staining in a degree 
very greatly superior to the plated or unplated nickel 
silvers Still. considerable room for improvement 
remains By proceeding on entirely different lines, 
a metal has been produced which in a still higher 
degree resists corrosion and staining. and which in 
its color and finish cannot visnallv be distinguished 
from silver 


Many of the nickel alloys with copper are wonder- 
fully resistant to corrosion. potably alloys such as 
Constantan,. Ferry and Monel metals: but the color 
of the last-nar..ed does not lend itself readily to the 
successful production of table furnishings from ir. 
It is to be noted that in any alloy containing half of 
its weight. or more. of nickel. the desirable brilliant 
color rapidly falls away. The alloys of chromium 
and. nickel. of which there are several variants. do 
not. and cannot be expected to lend themselves read 
ily to the production of intricate stamped articles 
owing to the physical characteristics of such alloys. 
In addition. they are far from possessing the murb- 
desired color for such work. though resistance of 
these alloys to corrosion and setaining is indeed 
marked. 

In the direction of “stainless” and of nontarnish- 
ing metais. the efforts of the practical metaliurgist 
have had yet another avenue opened to them. and 
great developments may legitimately be expected ia 
the mext few years. Closely associated with con- 
siderations of staining are considerations of tarnmi«h- 
ing. which latter assume perhaps their mere im- 
portant aspects in the case of the precious metals 
most familiar to use 
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Spade of modern archeology now about to dig deeply, at last, into the site of the 
Zion of the Old Testament—Prof. Macalister, chief of the expedition, hints 
at possibility of finding the true tomb of the illustrious Judean monarch— 
Stelae recording the history of King David’s victory over the Philistines, with 
Joab’s prize feat of scaling the walls of Jebus by way of the waterworks, 


also mentioned as a possible “find” 


T LAST, beginning next month, the City of 

David is to be excavated. This news, 

sent out from London, thrills two worlds 

—those of archeology and of religion. It 

may be said that they are interrelated 

worlds, even though archeology is not 

necessarily orthodox. In the forthcom- 

ing investigations, at any rate, archeology will seek 

to verify certain sacred records of orthodox Judaism. 

It will go farther, seeking to supplement those rec- 

ords by the discovery of important facts relating to 

Riblical characters not recorded in the Old Testa- 
ment. 

Inasmuch as the Old Testament is bound up with 
the New, the two being accepted as the Bible of 
Christendom, the thrill carried by this news may be 
assumed to stir the hearts of Christians, both funda- 
mentalists and liberal interpretationists, the world 
over, as well as the hearts of all those of the Hebrew 
faith, orthodox or reformed. 

For nearly 3000 years the City of David has been 
known by that name. The spades of the excavators 
are expected to strike deep into the material records 
left on the site of the city by inhabitants long ante- 
dating the days when David was King of Judah, or 
Judea. It is the hope of the expedition to find in- 
formative relics not only of the Jebusites who pre- 
ceded David and of David himself but of King Solo- 
mon and several other monarchs following King 
David’s son, the builder of the Temple. 

The first book of Chronicles, chapter 11, verses 4 
to 9, inclusive, provides the setting for this long-de- 
layed digging: 

“And David and all Israel went to Jerusalem, 
which is Jebus, where the Jebusite were the in- 
habitants of the land. And the inhabitants of Jebus 
said to David, ‘Thou shalt not come hithey.’ Never- 
theless, David took the castle of Zion, which is the 
City of David. And David said, ‘Whosoever smiteth 
the Jebusites first shall be chief and captain.’ So 
Joab, the son of Zeruiah, went up first, and was 
chief. And David dwelt in his castle; therefore they 
called it the City of David. And he built the city 
roundabout, even from Millo round about; and Joab 
repaired the rest of the city. So David waxed great- 
er and greater; for the Lord of Hosts was with him.”’ 

The City of David, it is important to hold in mind, 
is not a part of Jerusalem. The site lies outside and 
to the south of the capital of Palestine. It is on 
a bare ridge called Mount Opbel,-closely adjoining 
the city of Jerusalem. From the archeological point 
of view this is regarded as a matter of great good for- 
tune, sinee the area to be excavated lies just outside 
all that region of Jerusalem known as Haram, which 
Is sacred in the eyes of the Mohammedans. The 
excavator’s spade, therefore, will excite no religious 
susceptibilities. 

The legendary tomb of King David is on an adjoin- 
ing hill. It was on Mount Ophel, now virtually un- 
occupied and reverted to waste, that David dwelt, 
though the Kings who succeeded him built new pal- 
aces elsewhere. Once the site of the City of David 
lay within the walls of Jerusalem, but those walls on 
the Mount Ophel side were not rebuilt after Titus 
captured the city and reduced the walls. 


It is only in recent years that the site of the City 
of David has been recognized as that of the first 
Jerusalem. Through all the centuries intervening 
since Biblical times this site has lain untouched, 
awaiting the spade of the excavator. Debris has 
gathered there, so that the original site is many feet 
below the present surface. Inch by inch this accu- 


mulation is to be removed and inspected. Archeolo- ° 


gists are enthusiastic over the rich promise of the 
work. 

Dr. R. A. S. Macalister, professor of Celtie arche- 
ology in the University College at Dublin. a high 
authority on Biblical archeology, is chief of the ex- 
pedition, which is being put forward on behalf of 
the Palestine Exploration Fund and the London 
Daily Telegraph. For 60 years the Palestine Fund 
management has cherished as its chief ambition a 
thoroughly adequate and scientific exploration of 
the site of the City of David. Now that ambition is 
upon the edge of realization. 

For nine years, beginning with the year 1900, 
Prof. Macalister was chief of explorational' work for 

— 


the Palestine Fund. During that period the site 
of the City of David was inaccessible because of ob- 
jection on the part of the Mohammedan authorities. 
Now that the fortunes of war have placed Jerusalem 
under British administrative control, permission has 
been obtained for the excavation of the coveted site. 
Prof. Macalister promises no such sensational 
“find” as was made by Howard Carter, American, 
and the late Earl of Carnarvon, when the temb of the 
Pharaoh Tutankhamen was discovered late last fall 
and early this year magnificent treasures were taken 
from the stone-hewn crypt of 33 centuries’ silence. 
Though Macalister hints at the possibility of finding 
the true tomb of David, declaring that the reputed 
tomb is “purely legendary,’”’ he is convinced that.no 
vast treasures of gold and silver will be found. 
History is too positive as to the early robbery of King 
David’s tomb, to allow any such hope. Neverthe- 
less, from a reading of Prof. Macalister’s work on 
the City of David, just published, one gathers that 
great discoveries may be made in the months im- 
mediately ahead. Writes Prof. Macalister: 


‘Phe site which it is proposed to examine is proved 
by historical documents to have been in occupation 
during certain centuries. We shall undoubtedly find 
relics of the civilization characteristic of those cen- 
turies, and shall thus be enabled to read our his- 
torical records with a better understanding than be- 
fore, and with a more vivid reaé#ization of the scenes 
there described. The Government authorities -have 
allotted to us a certain area of land; we shall dig 
that area thoroughly, and whatever may be buried 
there we shall find. ; 

“I make no promises that the new excavations will 
solve the problem as to what ‘Millo’ was, or that they 
will-find the pNlar set up by Absalom or éven the 
bones of King Solomon’s apes and peacocks. But, 
on the other hand, there is almost no limit to the 
‘prizes’ that may reward us. Cuneiform tablets, 
adding to our knowledge of the country during the 
time of its diplomatic relations with King Akhnaton 
of Egypt; tombs of important historical personages; 
stelae with inscriptions, illustrating phases of early 
Hebrew history; foundations of important buildings; 
the solution of many of the problems of Jérusalem 
topography still outstanding—all of these occur im- 
Wiediately to the mind when we begin to speculate 
in possibilities. 

*“‘Moreover, we must not forget that for one indi- 
vidual mentioned even casually in the fullest his- 
torical records that we possess there were hundredé4 
and thousands of persons who lived out lives of $0, 
60, 90 years without earning a place in these™docu- 
ments, yet who made daily use of pots and pans, who 
wrote letters, and who did other things, undistin- 
guished perhaps, but still real and ‘human,’ things 
that might easily leave some traces in the debris to 
be sifted. : 

“Indeed, we know very little more than a few in- 
cidents of the lives of those exceptional persons who 
have crept into history. Abraham, we are told, lived 
175 years, but our knowledge of the life of Abraham 
is limited to some 20 episodes, which could all ‘have 
been transacted in about six months (including his 
long journey from the eastland). The entire record 

f the patriarch’s life can be read through in a quar- 
ter of an hour, as experiment has shown. For the 
rest of the long lifetime with which he is credited, 
he is as undistinguished as a pauper .in a nameless 
grave, so far as written history is concerned. 


“Thus it is not only possible, but in the highest 
degree probable, that the footprints which will be 
found traced in the dust of Jerusalem will be relics, 
not of David, or Solomon, or Isaiah, but of the vast 
majority of folk whose names, even if we knew 
them, would mean for us nothing. Some years ago 
a little ointment pot was found in a Pa'estine city site 
which had been sealed up about 500 B. C. by a man 
called Shemer, There was the seal, bearing his 
name. Shemer doubtless did many things during 
his life that seemed to him much more important; 
he little dreamt that it was his pot-sealing that would 
carry down his name for 2400 years. There were 
mighty men before Agamemnon.

At a spot a little south of the southeast corner of 
the present city wall, Macalister goes on to say, is 
“Ain Imm ed-Daraj,” or the staircase spring, mean- 
ing literally “mother-of-steps spring,” so called from 
the stone etaircase that ‘eads down to the level of its 
“There ie no other natural source of water 
supply in the neighborhood. The countless cisterns 
that honeycomb the rock, and the miles of water con- 
duits that radiate far and wide. heer cloquent testi- 


~ 


mony to the chief inconvenience of the city site”—- 
that is, the main site of later ages, on the western 
bill. 

“The first comers had neither cistern nor aque- 
duct to serve their needs; they were dependent on 
the living spring, and they would have been extreme- 
ly foolish if they had erected their huts at an in- 
convenient distance _from the only spring in. the 
neighborhood. * * * Such was the aspect of 
the site of Jerusalem at the time when a handful! of 
peasant shepherds chose it for their dwelling place, 
never dreaming that they were founding a city that 
was to be the center of a world’s veneration. 

“We may now beg our magician to undo his work, 
to restore the city as he found it, with the substrata 
of rubbish enshrining all that we can hope’ to know 
of the myriads of human lives whose lot has there 
been cast... With these remains undef our eyes, let 
us now inquire what the records have to tell us. If 
it were possible to excavate the site of Jerusalem 
from end to end, collecting every unconsidered trifle 
that lies hidden in the rubbish of centuries, we might 
reasonably expect to acquire an approximate idea 
of the date of its first foundation. 

“We need not anticipate anything in the nature 
of an inscribed record. from so early a date. 
7. * * A few peasant huts, clustered as near as 
posaible to the spring, inhabited by an illiterate and, 
indetd, semi-savage community of at most a couple 
of hundred souls: such would be the most likely 
picture of the first Jerusalem. But these people, 
uncivilized as they may have been, possessed tools 
and garments and utensils, weapons and implements 
of stone and wood, and possibly of bronze, and ves- 
sels of pottery. The wood will all have perished with 
the corrosion of time, along with the garments of 
hides or of textiles. But the stone and the bronze 
will remain, and, we may reasonably assume, they 
still lie buried somewhere in the soil, along with 
broken potsherds. In the hands of the scientific 
archeologist, a basket of potsherds can be made as 
eloquent as an inscribed stone.” 

Prof. Macalister remarks that the episode of Mel- 
chizedek is ‘“‘the strangest part of the strangest story 
in the book of Genesis."" The fourteenth chapter of 
Genesis is cited as one which has puzzied all the 
scholars; it carries the Melchizedek chronicle. 

“Excavation,” says Macalister, “will certainly 
tell us something of the general civilization that 
prevailed in the city when Zedek’’—chief deity of 
the dwellers in Jerusalem—‘“held sway over the 
hearts of those that dwelt therein, and was owned 
by the rulers of the city as their King and their 
Lord.” 

But it is in the chapter already quoted from, in 
the second book of Chronicles, that Prof. Macalister 
finds text for what perhaps is the most interesting 
part of his discussion bearing upon the forthcoming 
excavations. He cites also, for further guidance, the 
fifth chapter of the second book of Samuel, reading 
from the sixth verse. This is a supplementary ac- 
count of the taking of the city of Jebus, or Jerusa- 
lem, from the Jebusites. The Jebusites had flung a 
taunt over the walls at David, which Macalister 
renders thus: 

“Thou wouédst enter the city, forsooth' Folk 
blind and lame could keep thee out. Except thou 
clear away the blind and the lame, thou shalt not 
come hither.”’ 

Turning to his men, David retorted, in the Mac- 
alister version: 

“Whoso first climbeth the tsinnor and smiteth 
those same hateful blind and lame, shall be captain 
of my host.” 

Prof. Macalister says that in the mouth of David 
the phrase ‘“‘the blind and the lame” was taken over 
and contemptuously applied to the citizens at large. 

The prize was won by the energetic Joab, whose, 
fe for good or for ill was thenceforward linked

‘The spring, Ain Imm ed-Daraj, is situated in a 
deep cleft of the rock, and is now approached by

The upper steps are built, the lower steps 
are cut in the rock. Over the whole is a small 
vaulted building of unknown date, but probably mot 
very ancient. The spring is a syphonic intermit- 

nt spring, which floods the cave in which it lies 
with water at not very regular intervals. 

“As the spring lies at the foot of the face of rock 
aieng which the city wall must run, it was always 
impossible to include it within the area of the city 
itself. Obviously this had a serious double disadvan- 
tage. In times of siege the water would be inacces- 
sible to the defenders and at the service of the at- 
tacking force.

From June 23 to June 26, inclusive, weather con- 
@tions continued much the same: the boat and its 
weakene@ occupants were sailing very high seas, 
followed at times by fierce squalls. Sometimes they 
had only a piece of canvas before the mast to keep 
the lifeboat running before the ugly waves. But now 
they were keeping a sharp lookout for land. 

At 6 a. m. on Tuesday, June 26. they shipped a 
green sea right over the after end of the boat. It 
was a towering wave with an immense crest and al- 
most swamped the boat. For a time the occu pants 
thought their last hoyr had come. In their state, 
bordering on physical col! apse, none of them could 
have survived a moment The impact broke the 
tiller and rudder head. and buckled the pintle. The 
damage was repaired while the boat was being 
Steered with oars. 


‘At 2:45 pb. m. on Tuesday.” says Capt. Foster.

“On getting ashore every one of us found great 
difficWty in standi ng upright; it was impossible 
to walk straight without assistance. Our weakest 
cases were at once sent to hospital; all were treat- 
ed spiendidly. The morale of the whole crew of 
this boat was splendid throughout.” 


Capt. Foster also mentioned the cheers with which 
his men, well-nigh exhausted.Sut not downhearted. 
greeted the cey of “Land!” aad told about individual 
instances of heroism, such as M. Scully, able seaman 
panions in every way, and even refused te take his 
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turn at sleeping when he felt that somebody else 
needed the rest more than he did. 

And another man, name not recorded. caused 
laughter one blistering day when the scanty ra- 
tions were being issued to the parched crew by 
singing. ironically, “I like eggs and ham.” 


The boat had been stocked with a pientiful supply 
of cigarettes, tobacco and matches. “These stores,” 
said the commander, “helped considerably to keep 
everybody in good spirits." When they arrived at 
Rodriguez, they still haq 1000 cigarettes and two 
pounds of tobacco left. 


So the first boat came to the end of her epic 
voyage, but just escaped irretrievable disaster at the 
last, and virtually by accident, too. Constable Gre- 
try was the accident, or at least“his presence at the 
essential place and the crucial moment cannof be 
called anything else, Providence has appeared in 
Stranger guises than that of an alert constable. 

The Governmént steamer Secunder calls five times 
a year at Rodriguez, bringing supplies and returning 
to Mauritius with produce. Owing to plague at 
Mauritius, the Secunder and passengers had been 
lying in quarantine for five days at Port Louis, cap- 
ital of Mauritius. She was due to leave there on 
June 18, but a suspected case of plague on board 
delayed her departure by 24 hours, and she did not 
reach Rodriguez until June 21. On the evening 
of June 26 the vessel had practically completed 
loading and intended to sail early the next morning. . 
Two constables were detailed to gtard the Se 
cunder during the night. 

The moon was obscured by heavy clouds, and the 
sea was boisterous when Constable Gretry, about 

7:30 p. m., sighted a _lug-sailed craft astern of thea.
